I.ONDOX  (AP)  — Moscow  radio  calmly  an- 
nounced last  night  that  Soviet  geologists  had  found 
a prehistoric  creature  preserved  alive  in  frozen  earth 
for  thousands  of  years.

The  geologists  came  across  it  while  taking 
samples  of  frozen  soil  on  the  shore  of  the  Indigirka 
Kiver  in  the  Republic  of  Vakutsk,  said  the  hruadta.sU 
ft  added:  “They  were  amazed  when  u frozen  lump 
of  earth  suddenly  began  to  move.  It  turned  out  that 
an  antediluvian  triton  wns  sleeping  in  it. 

“It  had  slept  for  no  levs  than  several  thousand 
years.  The  sun  warmed  it  when  ft  came  to  the 
surface,  and  thereby  revived  It."

The  totem  pole  will  be  a gift  of  the 
province  to  mark  B.C.s  centenary  next 
year.  One  hundred  years  in  the  scale 
of  English  history  is  not  long,  but  the 
people  of  Britain  know  their  values.

The  Canada  Medal  was  the  Idea 
of  the  late  Mackenzie  King.  It  did 
him  credit.  It  would  permit  an  award 
of  merit  to  be  made  to  deserving  Ca- 
nadians. either  military  or  civilian, 
and  lo  appropriate  foreigners. 

At  the  tkne  of  IU  creation,  in 
1943.  Canadians  wore  In  receipt  nf 
foreign  decorations  bestowed  on  them 
for  valor  or  fine  service  In  war.  This 
country  had  none  to  offer  in  return. 

It  could  receive  but  not  give.  Nor, 
alone  almost  of  any  nation,  had  it  an 
honor  of  its  own  It  "Could  give  to  lt^ 
own  citizens. 

So  the  Canada  Medal  was  struck. 

It  was  circular  and  silver.  It  bore  a 
crowned  effigy  of  the  sovereign  on 
one  side  and  the  arms  of  Canada  on 
the  other,  its  ribbon  was  red.  white 
and  red  in  equal  stripes.  Its  design 
was  pictured  in  newspapers  all  across 
the  country. 

And  then  silence;  strict,  blank  of- 
ficial silence.  The  medal  was  as  a^ 
red-hot  brick  that  waj  summarily 
dropped,

Mr.  St.  Laurent  explained  to  a 
listening  House  nf  Commons— a little. 

He  did  so  because  an  MP  put  a 
question  on  the  order  paper,  seeking 
the  truth  of  rumors  that  some  medals 
had  been  distributed,  presumably  pn 
the  quiet;  and  of  the  story  that  Mr. 
King  kept  one  and  sent  another  to 
Sir  VVlnston  Churchill. 

Fourteen  specimen  medals  In  all 
were  strurk  hy  the  Royal'  Canadian 
Mint  in  1D44,  the  prime  minister  said, 
with  the  word  "steelmen"  rngrav*.  i 
on  the  rim  of  each.  Seven  had  the 
word  "merit"  on  the  bar  and  seven 
the  word  "merltc  " Theyovcre  deliver* 
ed  to  the  Secretary  of  Sute. 

Two  were  sent  to  King  George  VI. 
Six  wore  handed  over  to  the  defence 
"department  so  that  they  could  he 
placed  among  the  permanent  records 
of  the  three  armed  services,  two  to 
each  Four  are  still  under  loek  and 
key  In  a steel  cabinet  In  the  west 
block  of  the  Parliament  Buildings. 

Two  of  the  Canada  Medal  *pe<-J» 
mens  are  missing,  both  of  the  English 
language  version. 

The  state  department  has  searched 
and  searched  but  so  far  without  ac- 
counting for  them.  It  is  etill  trying  to 
find  out, if  Mr  King  kept  one  and  If 
Sir  Winston  Churchill  has  one,  said 
Mr.  St.  Laurent.  Neither  the  records 
at  the  archive*  or  Laurlcr  House  or 
any  correspondence  throw*  light  on 
the  matter.

An  engineer  I know 
went  to  Australia  because  a firm  of- 
fering him  a Job  had  a cricket  team 
and  playing  fields;  the  Canadian 
firm  did  not.  So  the  course  of  life  Is 
changed  hy  what  many  of  us  would 
regard  as  trivialities— but  trifles  are 
Important.  The  average  migrant  does 
everything  In  bis  power  to  find  out 
all  he  can  about  the  country  he  In- 
tends to  adopt— but  that  is  not  the  at- 
titude of  the  typical  stay  at-home.  Re- 
gretfully I must  admit  that  he  Is  more 
interested  In  his  weekly  pools  than 
the  B.C.  centenary  and  Shakespeare 
in  Stratford,  Ontario,  does  not  thrill 
him  like  Monroe  at  the  local  movies.

There  Is  not  very  much  to  stimu- 
late his  Interest.  What  we  read  about 
Canada  In  English  newspapers  Is 
largely  concerned  with  prairie  fires 
and  winter  floods,  reinforced  oc- 
casionally by  gentlemen  who  wear 
armor  of  gelignite  to  cash  a cheque 
with  all  the  force  of  explosive  argu- 
ment- but  It  does  not  really  help  the 
basic  knowledge  of  Canada,  even 
though  we  all  know  that  the  Mountles 
gef  their  man.

Multiply  that  demand  amongst  50.00<V 
(XX)  people  instead  of  1.000  and  my 
tip  is  that  there  Is  a big  sale  await- 
ing a newspaper  prepared  to  cater  for 
the  thirst  for  knowledge.

BUSINESS  MEN  DON'T  GRUMBLE: 

It’s  the  Money  Smell 


ARROWSMITH’S  SNOWY  PEAKS  dominate  the  background, 

and  the  seaway  and  Somas*  River,  with  the  forested  hills  beyond, 
are  a tove^y  setting  for  this  thriving  port.  *But.  once  inside  the  en- 
virons e/  Port  Albemi  and  neighboring  old  Albemi.  the  most  notice- 
able thing  is  the  smell. 

' But  it’s  gilt-edged."  one  townsman  said. 

His  meaning  was  not  far  to  seek.  The  whole  twin-ckies  com- 
munity is  tuned  to  the  pulsing  of  thd  waterfront  indust nes,  newest 
ot  which  is  MacMillan  A Bloedel  Ltd  s pulp  and  paper  plant.  ^ 

Actually  the  pulp  plant  has  been  operating  since  19*5.  But  its 
expansion  has  accentuated  the  smell.  Most  people  become  ace us- 
tomed  to  it  readily  enough;  but  a newcomer  feels  inclined  to  breathe 
through  a handkerchief. 

However,  the  multi-million-dollar  investment  which  accompanies 
the  smell  not  a soul  wffl  criticize.  What  it  will  mean  to  Port  Albemi's 
trade  and  domestic  economy  far  outweigh  the  nuisance. 


Of  all  Vancouver  Island’s  ports,  this  has  the  most  glowing  future 
prosperts.  The  figures  tell  the  story.  Victoria,  for  example,  did  a 
$32,006,000  freight  trade  in  1955  (latest  government  statistics). 

In  the  same  year  Port  Alberni  shipped  818,000.0^)0  worth  of 
produce— even-  dollar  of  it  from  its  own  mills  and  (actories. 

Tor  the  whole  of  B.C..  Alberni  was  sixth  on  the  trade  lirt  for 
that  year. 

But  in  1958  the  M A B pulp  and  paper  mill  will  be  turning  out 
1,200  tons  a day  in  an  estimated  340  days,  or  480,000  tons  of  paper 
and  pulp  products.  And  that  compares  with  the  total  of  300,600  tons 
loaded  from  all  the  mills,  plywood  plint,  pulp  and  other  enterprises 
in  the  district  in  1955.  In  other  words,  Port  Alberni’s  loadings  should 
exceed  1,000,000  tons  within  a year. 

The  port  will  not  only  become  Vancouver  Island's  busiest,  but 
it  will  very  likely  press  close  on  the  heels  of  New  Westminster  as 
B.C.  s second  biggest  shipping  centre— including  sea,  rail  and  truck
